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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS | 


If There’s Any Way 


The Rev. J. Allyn Bradford, in a letter to the Sctool 
Committee, has urged that some sort of religious observ- 
ance be continued in the schools, but without violating 
the law as expressed in a recent Supreme Court decision. 

We heartily agree with Mr. Bradford. 

And he makes particular sense when he notes that this 
practice would conform to similar observances in legisla- 
tive bodies and courts. 

Many people agree that there should be something to 
replace the recitation of the Lord’s Prayer and the Bible 
reading, which formerly started each school day. But there 
has been little done in the way of positive suggestions. 
Some schools may adopt an official moment of silence: 
one, at least, plans to continue reading the Bible; it has 
also been suggested that great literature may be sub- 
stituted. None of these ideas has met enthusiastic re- 
sponse. 

If there is any way to implement Mr. Bradford’s‘sug- 
gestion, without defying the law of the land, let us make 
haste to do so, 


Open Meetings 


Town Counsel has ruled that the committee studying the 
town charter must hold open meetings. 

As a matter of fact, it appears that even a committee 
decision to go into executive session is invalid, because 
of a particular section of the Open Meeting law covering 
committees and studies which might result in changes in 
town government. 

It should be stressed, however, that no one attending 
the meetings has a right to speak unless given permission 
by the chairman, and an individual must abide by the 
ruling of the chairman, if he wishes to cut off remarks 
from spectators. 

Presumably some members of the committee will be 
upset by the ruling; others welcome it. 

In the long run, it should be helpful to have these 
meetings open. No one can possibly claim, after a report 
iS written, that the committee liberally applies white- 
wash, or that one individual or department was unjustly 
criticized or persecuted, because the proceedings will be 
le open throughout the deliberations. 

Thus, although some members may worry about losing 
their personal freedom to comment without having to bear 
the responsibility of their remarks, the open meeting re- 


juirement will be an advantage to the community.

But town counsel points out that 
the manner of voting detailed in the law follows a pattern 
established for all Regional School Districts. We d not 
think a serious effort should be made to change this 
portion of the statute, for to seriously press this point is. 
in effect, asking the Legislature to negate all it has 
done in other districts. 

Another factor is also to be considered — the town 
adopted this proposal at the last town election by an 
overwhelming margin. These items were spelled out in 
the law at that time — perhaps no one paid much attention 
to them then, but they were there, and could have been 
debated. It is not logical to push hard for basic changes 
now, when the program is already getting underway.
